THE  STATE  OP  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jefferson  in  the 
County  of  Coos  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Jefferson  on  Tuesday  the  twelfth  day  of 
i\Iarch  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $1392.00  for  State  Aid  Construction  and  receive 
the  sum  of  $2784.00  from  the  State  or  raise  the  sum  of 
$313.69  and  receive  $1254.76  from  the  State  for  Class 
V  roads. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
such  portions  of  the  present  traveled  Presidential 
Highway  which  lie  outside  the  limits  of  the  relocated 
highway  new  in  the  process  of  being  laid  out  to  take 
effect  upon  the  completion  of  the  relocated  Presi- 
dential Highway. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  tae  sum 
of  $500.00  to  be  expended  on  the  so-called  Ingerson 
Road  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  present  improved 
road. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  ti  raise  the 
sum  of  $92.00  as  its  share  of  the  expense  of  advertis- 
ing the  White  Mountain  Region  in  cooperation  with 
other  towns  and  the  State. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
through  Tax  Collectors  Deeds. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Jefferson,  N.  H.,  Feb.  1,  1940. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Jefferson: 

Following  is  submitted  my  sixth  annual  report 
with  tables  of  school  statistics. 

Schools  opened  for  the  present  year  with  three 
changes  in  the  teaching  corps,  namely,  Mr.  S.  T.  Ful- 
ler, Headmaster  of  High  School,  Mrs.  Alice  Wilson 
Carr  at  the  Highlands  School  and  Mrs.  Shirley  Inger- 
son  at  Meadows — all  teachers  of  considerable  ex- 
perience. 

During  the  school  year,  the  Superintendent  has 
visited  each  school  at  least  once  in  two  weeks  and  in 
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some  cases  has  made  weekly  visits.  Classes  have  been 
observed,  tested  and  given  standarized  tests  to  form  a 
basis  for  comparison  and  check-up  with  schools  of 
other  systems.  The  school  work  in  general  has  pro- 
gressed favorably  and  endeavor  made  to  keep  all 
classes  up  to  standard  for  the  grade. 

The  annual  health  examinations  has  been  given 
by  Dr.  L.  C.  Aldrich  with  the  follow-up  work  conduct- 
ed as  for  several  years  past  by  the  School  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Spaulding. 

The  attendance  for  all  schools  for  the  last  com- 
plete school  year  averaged  92.7  per  cent.  The  great 
majority  of  Jefferson  pupils  attend  school  very  regu- 
larly. Good  attendance  is  an  important  factor  in 
school  progress. 

The  new  electric  lighting  and  seats  installed  at 
the  Hill  School  have  been  much  appreciated.  As  the 
desks  were  not  new  ones,  it  would  be  well  if  some 
time  during  the  coming  summer,  they  could  be  scrap- 
ed and  sanded  thus  giving  a  smoother  writing  sur- 
face. 

Some  work  on  the  shed  and  toilets  still  remains 
to  be  done  at  the  Highlands  and  Meadows.  However, 
it  now  seems  quite  probable  that  owing  to  a  change 
in  the  location  of  the  highway,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
move  the  Highlands  Building. 

The  Senior  play  has  this  year  been  successfully 
coached  and  put  on  by  Miss  Mead  of  the  High  School 
Staff. 

The  winter  carnival  was  put  on  as  usual  on  Jan. 
20th  with  quite  satisfactory  financial  returns. 

The  Senior  Class  is  now  planning  on  a  trip  to 
New  York  as  was  done  last .  year.  This  is  a  very 
worthwhile  and  educational  experience  for  the  young 
people. 

A  new  course  (General  Mathematics)  for  Fresh- 
men and  Sophomores  has  been  introduced  in  the 
High  School  and  is  being  carried  on  by  the  individual 
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method  of  teaching  which  allows  each  pupil  to  pro- 
gress at  his  own  rate  of  speed  and  thus  gives  both 
the  slow  and  quick  pupils  an  opportunity  to  make 
commensurate  progress.  This  same  method  is  being 
used  in  arithmetic  with  the  Seventh  and  Eightli 
Grades. 

The  School  Board  and  Superintendent  have  esti- 
mated a  budget  for  1940-41  and  this  estimate  may  be 
found  in  another  part  of  the  report.
